NO MUD SLINGING. 
The News heartily endorses the following bit of horse 
sense found in a bulletin sent out by the Democratic state 
committee:

“As the campaign approaches in this state, let us again 
take warning of the tendency to criticize and vilify and abuse 
those opposed to us as candidates and friends of candidates. 
Let us not make a campaign for any office, high or low, upon 
the demerits of the opposition.

$54,000,000 in the way of duties, the rest of the increased 
prices going into the pockets of the manufacturers and dis­ 
tributers. Where an article can be manufactured as cheaply in 
this country as any other the League sees no reason why the 
public should be called on to pay tribute to the manufacturers.

HOUSE OF DANIEL 
BOONE IS SLOWLY 
CRUMBLING AWAY 


READING, Pa., Mar. 14.— Deter­ 
iorated by the elements It has with­ 
stood for 192 years, the stone house 
in the foothills of Exeter township, 
Berks county, where Daniel Boone, 
the Kentucky pioneer, was born, is 
slowly falling to ruin from lack of 
care. Until two years ago the house 
had been tenanted and the neces­ 
sary repairs made, but now it is 
deserted, the cellar full of water, 
windows broken, floors decaying and 
the 160 acres of estate are uncared 
for. 
The farm is situated about ope 
and a half miles from Stoneville. 
The lane leading to the premises is 
marked by a large white rock pfaced 
by the Historical Society of Berks 
county, on which is the inscription: 
“One quarter mile to the birthplace 
of Daniel Boone, Oct. 22, 1,733.” 
In this connection it may be said 
that some authorities give the date 
of his birth as 1734 and 1735, and 
his birthplace Bucks county, Penn­ 
sylvania. 
According to history Boone stayed 
here until he was 17 years of age, 
when he went to Kentucky. Tradi­ 
tion has it that it was nearby that 
he killed his first bear when he was 
14 years old, and he was so proud 
of his achievement that he carved 
an inscription on a tree with his 
hunting knife, reading: “D. Boone 
killed a bar near here.” 
The house has four rooms on 
the first floor, six on the second 
and an attic. The original Boone 
dwelling had two rooms on the first 
floor and three on the second, but 
an addition similar to the original 
in every respect was made after 
the family migrated. 
One of the original rooms contains 
a large fireplace made of stones 
and still in good condition. Here 
it was on the mantle piece, a c-1 
cording to tratdition, that young 
Boone carved a notch indicating 
his height when he went to Ken­ 
tucky, 
and 
upon 
his 
return 
in 
middle-age was interested to see how 
much he had grown. However, the 
historic notch cannot be discovered 
on the mantle piece. 
The shutters and doors of the 
duelling are hung on wrought iron 
hinges and still are in good condi­ 
tion, but many of the windows are 
broken, permitting rain and snow 
to enter and causing the floor to 
decay. 
Efforts havt been made to have 
the state purchase the house where 
the pioneer was born, and still more 
recently, there have been reports 
that the Historical Society of Clarke 
county, Ky.f has In fe s te d itself in 
the possible purchase of the farm 
for historical purposes. The farm is 
valued at $15,000 according to late 
estimates. 
BRITISH SAILOR IS 
NOW HONORED AS 
REAL “CRUSOE” 


VALPARAISO, 
CHILE, 
Mar. 13 
—The rescue from an island in the 
south Pacific of Alexander Selkirk, 
the British mariner, around whom 
Daniel Defoe is said to havq woven 
the tale of Robinson Crusoe, was 
vividly pictured to several hundred 
tourists, including prominent Brit­ 
ish and American residents of Val­ 
paraiso, on their arrival recently at 
Juan Ferdandez— the original Cru­ 
soe island— 250 miles off the Chil­ 
ean coast. 
Two natives of Juan Ferdandez, 
one representing Crusoe and th^ 
other his man Friday, clothed in the 
traditional goat skins and wearing 
long beards, pushed off from the 
shore on a raft after they had sigh­ 
ted the “rescue* ship. A parrot and 
a goat were their only passengers 
and, as in Defoe’s story, the raft 
was laden 
wife fish, 
fruits 
and 
other island products. 
Boarding the vessel the “maroon­ 
ed” pair w^jre received with all hon­ 
ors by the captain to whom “Cru­ 
soe” presented his offerings. The 
passengers then took up a collect­ 
ion for poor children on the island. 
The tourists spent threej days at 
the Juan Ferdandez island group 
visiting the wild country of high 
mountain peaks und luxuriant vege­ 
tation. 
They saw 
the 
monument 
erected by British seamen to the 
memory of Selkirk, 
the 
original 
Robinson Crusoe, and visited the 
look-out from which he is said to 
ha„ve sighted, nearly two centuries 
ago, the} vessel that finally rescued 
him after fbur long years of soli­ 
tude.
